work;— one that can go on the road and not 
leave him' behlud hts neighbor, tlist cau 
cany hi. family to meeting, and hts Rrlst to 
mill, oue that can driw hli produce to 
market, and as much of It as It Is iw.sonabli 
for any horse to draw; one, Infhotl, that 
cau turn his feet and muscles to anything 
aod ever) thing that cooes wlthiii the range 
of muscular power to perform. Tho horse. 
like the neat cattle of New England, combine 
an iofl ult« variety of blood, deriving their 
origin from many sources, aud yet they are 
dlillnct In- uiiiiy respects from those of 
other aectloni pi th« country. Theso horses 
do not constitute a distinct breed; they are 
the result of a mixture of the English, 
French', Spanish, Flemish, Daoltb, and other 
horses, which were Imported at dlfleieut 
times by the early settlers, as moil suited 
their convenience, with the modifications 
produced by crosses of more recent Import- 
ations. Tho only race that can claim exemp- 
tion from this rule l» the thoroughbred, 
which traces Its origin back to the hot hlood 
of the desert, tho Arabian, the Barb, and the 
Turk; aud of Ibis race there are hut few 
representatives. 


lu the early days of New Kngland settle- 


ment, owing to the condition of tho roads— 
often to tho entire want of roads— all classes 
of people made a far greater use of the saddle 
than has since been the case. This led to 
to theuseof 5 ho/se peculiarly adapted to 
the purpose. Hence arose a class of horses 
widely known In tho most thickly settled 
portions of New England, especially in Khode 
Island as the Narragantett pacers. They 
became very popular In the earlier rart of 
the last century, and from what accounts 
we can gather, they must have been the 
easiest, Heetesl.moslsure footed, aud tough- 
est saddle-horses ever known In this country, 
if not In tho world. The pace was their 
natural gait, the only one lu which they ex- 
celled, and. for this they were especially 
esteemed. The origin oflhat famous hreed, 
which was Vcpt distinct for many years, was 
probably a stallion Imported fioui Amlilusia 
in .Spain. Oiringlo various circumstances, 
this breed was allowed to run out uiilll, in 
tho year 1800, there was only one animal of 
the real Narra»an:e'.t stock in Ilhode IilanJ. 
During the last century, a goo:! many Kng- 
lish or thoroughbred lioises were kept In 
viriom parts of New England aa slock get- 
ters. Aliout tho limo of tho earlier im- 
portations into Connecticut, a horse was 
kept at Hartford, called "BeiuUful B^y" or 
"'Iruoliritian.'' lie was thesire of Ihe old 
"Justin Morgan," foaled in West Siuiiigurld
